PUSHING PARNELL. 


HOSTILE PAPERS URGING AN ACTION 
AGAINST THE “TIMES.” | 


O’Donnell’s Suit Brought With a View to In- 
juring the Nationalist Party—Mr. Far- 
nell Makes an Explanation in the House 
of Commons—The “‘Times” Letters De- 
clared to Be Forgeries—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 6.—All the papers hostile to 
Parnell make strenuous efforts to induce him 
to bring an action for libel against the Times 
The Times repeats in its first editorial to-day 
its charges brought against the Nationalista in 
order to give ground for action, the state- 
ments by counsel in court being privileged. 
Parnell had a consultation yesterday with 
Harcourt as a representative of the Liberal 
party, and also conferred with his own fol- 
lowing. The result will be made known to- 


day, when Parnell proposes to make 
a personal statement in the Commons. 
I had an opportunity of conversing 


with Parnell after the verdict in the 
O'Donnell trial became known, but he 
was then still undecided what course to adopt, 
although he appeared to me ‘to incline to- 
wards taking proceedings. This course is 
now openly recommended by many of his 
friends. If he refuses the Tories will do all in 
their power to force his hand and will bring 
the matter before the House as a question of 
privilege. It is fair to remember that the men 
from whom juries are selected in the city of 
London, are strongly prejudiced against the 
Irish mémbers, probably in the proportion 
of three to one. The utmost that 
could be expected by the plaintiff, therefore, 
would be a disagreement of the jury. 
Moreover, it is proverbially difficult to prove 
a negative, and the question of the authen- 
ticity of the letters would necessarily remain 
a matter of opinion. Truth published last 
year marvelously good imitations of letters 
from celebrities, including among others, the 
proprietor of the Times himself, imputing 
dishonorable motives to themselves. The 
Daily News, this morning, commenting on the 
Attorney General’s declaration that he would 
not go into charges against persons not pres- 
ent to answer for themselves, asks why, 
in that case, he occupied the greater 
part of two days’ proceedings, bringing 
these very charges. Mr. Parnell tells me 
that in his opinion this action was brought by 
O’ Donnell partly from a love of notoriety, and 
partly with a view to injuring the Nationalist 
party in consequence ofa disagreement with 
several prominent Irish members. Several 
prominent Irish members, in interviews, 
pointed out that the statement in the letters 
produced by the Times are inconsistent with 
known facts. They allege that Parnell never 
gave £100to Egan. Hecould not have done 
so. The Land League never had a banking 
account, and the only money Egan received 
was from Justin McCarthy. Although the 
trial ended so abruptly, the costs are likely to 
amount to $50,000. O'Donnell, it is believed, 
will become a bankrupt. 


* England. 
PRESS COMMENTS. 

LONDON, July 6.—The genoral tone of the 
Englisb press is against a policy of silence or 
of angry denials in the treatment by the Irish 
party of the revelations in the trial 
of the O’Donnell-Times suit. The pa- 
pers say this will not suffice; the 
revelat#ns call ‘for disproof, either 
through a jury or a Parliamentary com- 
mittee. The Post says if such an investiga- 
tion is not demanded, even the English allies 
of the Parnellites will share the ugly sus- 
picion that the Irish party are guilty of the 
charges made againstthem. The Daily News 
treats the arguments presented by the Times’ 
counsel as clap-trap, and says it is astonished 


atthe profound and eccentric gullibility dis- 


played by the court. It expresses the hope 
that it has heard the last of miserabie fanati- 


cism. 
PARNELLITES DENOUNCE O’DONNELL. 


The Parnellites denounce O’ Donnell for the 
course he pursued in his action against the 
Times. They suspect that Tynan, the 
man known as Number One, is the 
person from whom the Times got 
its information concerning the league. 
In the lobbies of the House of Commons to- 
day members ofthe Irish party denied that 
Parnell ever paid Byrne £100. They said the 
£100 given Byrne was in the shape of a check 
signed by Mr. Justin McCarthy and repre- 
sented league subscriptions. 

PARNELL EXPLAINS. 

On the assembling of the House of Commons 
to-day Mr. Parnell rose to make an explana- 
tion concerning certain statements made in 
connection with the O’Donnell- 7imes trial. 
He said the up-shot of the trial 
prevented his testifying on oath, 
and therefore he would tender a statement 
to the House. He declared that he never saw 
Patrick Egan’s letter of February 2, 1881, 
which was read at the trial, with the view of 
showing that the league instigated the Pho 
nix Park murders. He wag convinced that it 
was a forgery. The imputation against the 
O’Learys was false. 


THE CAREY LETTER. 

In regard to his letter, dated simply Tues- 
day and saying: ‘‘I see no objection to your 
giving the amount asked for. There is 
not the least likelihood of what you 
apprehend happening,’’ Mr. Parnell said it 
might be genuine, but he could not recoliect 


it. As to Mr. Egan’s letter of Octo- 
ber 25, 1881, to Carey, saying ‘‘I sent 
M. £200. When you getto work give us the 


value of our money,’’ and which Attorney- 
General Wester stated the police found 
in Carey’s house, Mr. Parnell said that 
doubtiess genuine letters from Mr. Egan were 
found there; but Mr. Egan had never been 
legally charged, and he had sent a cablegram 
denying the authorship of the letter 
attributed to him. Mr. Parnell denounced as 
an absolute forgery the letter which it was 
alleged he wrote and which it was 
claimed, was smuggled from Kilmainbam Jali 
to Egan, urging bim to immediate action and 
to make it hot for old Forster. He never 


wrote, signed, saw or authorized the commu.- . 


nication. * , 
THE OTHER LETTERS. 
Mr. Parnell then reiterated his assertion that 


was also a forgery. The Byrne iet- 


ter was doubtless genuine, but 
he had never sent Byrne any 
money. He had subscribed a small amount to 
the Byrne testimonial. 

„The great majority of the letters 
read at the trial, Mr. Parnell 
continued, ro forgeries. 


If they are credited, it must be supposed that 
I deliberately put myself in the power of a 
murderer; that I was an accessory to 
the Phaonix Park murders before and 
after the fact, and that I entered KiJmainhem 
Jail desiring to assassinate Mr. Forster. The 
absurdity of the whole series of letters, with 
a few exceptions, shows them to be for- 
geries.’’

ST. LOUIS 


In the Fight With the City Over the Viola- 
tion of Its Franchise—No Further Exten- 
sion Will Be Permitted—The Municipal 
Government Without a Sead—Inspect- 
ing Meramec Springs—Municipal Mat- 
ters. 

City Counselior Bell returned this morning 


from Springfield, III., where he has been con- 
ducting a legal fight for that portion of the 


earth known as Arsenal Island. 
The city lays claim to the 
island and disputes ‘the title of 


a citizen of Illinois, who regards the island 
asagift of time, added to his original pos- 
sessions by the whims of the Mississippi cur- 
rents. The rival claims are now under con- 
sideration by the court. Having disposed ef 
this important matter the City Ooun- 
sellor returns to take up the fight with 
the St. Louis Gas, Fuel & Power Co. 
The action of Judge Valliant brings the liti- 
gation to a standstill for the present. The 
decision deprives the city of a remedy by 
appeal to the Circuit Court, and makes the 
issue one of fact. If there is a violation of the 
terms of the franchise granted the Water 
Gas Co., in joining the Gas Trust the city 
has the right to proceed without an 
appeal to the Court for judgment but the 
Court has granted an injunction against tear- 
ing up the mains. The merits ofthe case will 
be argued in September, when the injunction 
will be heard in court, but in the meantime 
the city will appeal to the Supreme Court for 
alegal decision as to its rights. The atti- 
tude of the company towards the city 
ties up the company’s affairs until the argu- 
ments on the injunction case he heard in Sep- 
tember. The streets cannot be torn up, ex- 
cept on a permit from the Street Department, 
and under the circumstances Commissioner 
Turner will not issue any to this com- 
any.

A New Source of Supply. 
On next Wednesday evening an excursion 
party will start from this city for Phelps 


County to inspect Meramec Springs, which, 
though 100 miles away, are considered avail- 


ble for supplying the City of St. Louis with

water. Several members of the Municipal 
Assembly have expressed their intention to 
accept the invitation which is extended by 
Dr. J. L. Hornsby on behalf of the owners 
of the springs. They claim that they 
have an inexhaustible supply of pure water. 
The proposition is to have a company con- 
struct the supply line and to charge the city 
for the water supplied. The plan which bas 
not yet been fully presented meets with no 
favor among the members of the Board of 
Public Improvements. The excursionists will 
arrive at the Springs about midnight, 
but will remain on the sleepers until morning 
and after inspecting the springs will board the 
special train about 8 p. .m., returning to the 
city on Thursday evening. 


Withont a Mayor. 


To-day the great city of St. Louis is mayor- 
less, Secretary Fanning being the only occu- 
pant of the executive office. Under the char- 
ter order the President of the Council suc- 


ceeds to the office when the Mayor dies or 
leaves the corporate limits. Since Mr. 
Allen put in a sudden appearance 
and signed the Bridge and Tunnel 
terminal Dill there has been some 
trouble and delays about this succession. 
Mayor Francis is looking after his fences in 
the State. His Honor will not return before 
Monday if his health permits him to continue 
his work in Caldwell County.

PUSHING INTO ASIA. 


Some Facts From Recent English Explora- 
tions, 


From the London Times. 

Thanks to the exploration of the Indian 
surveyor ‘‘R. N., our knowledge of Bhutan 
is now much enlarged. He and his companion, 
P. A., entered he country at its western 
extremity, where it abuts on the slip of Tib- 
etan country, from which an attack has re- 


cently been made onour troops in Sikkim, 
Thetwo explorers had thought of striking 
across Bhutan south of and parallel with Pem- 
berton’s route, but the disturbed state of 
the country prevented this. R. N.’’ had to 
leave the Bhutanese Hills at Buxa Duar Fort 
and re-enter them at Dervangeri, from which 
place he traveled northeastward, not by the 
old British military road, but along the usual 
trade route. Signs of the Bhutan war are still 
evident in Kurmed, where old deserted ter- 
racesgnd ruined houses were frequently met 
with, and the military roads made by our 
the Diri Chu River and 
the frontier may still be traced. . 
N.“ erossed the river by a substantial 
chain bridge of great antiquity, abont 
850 feet in length, where bis passport was ex- 
amined. The country is here inhabited by a 
race called Chingmis, an important people Te 
habiting apparently a large extent of country 
east of Bhutan, who do not appear to have 
been noticed by previous writers. They are 
said by ‘‘R. N. to be of amiable disposition, 
living in houses of better construction than 
their Bhutanese neighbors. The men wear 
no dress distinguishing them fsom 
the Bhutanese, but their women 
resemble in appearance and in the cut of 
their garments some of the Kumaun tribes. 
Unlike the Bhutanese, both sexes wear pig- 
tails. Inthe whole of the Chingmi country 
the Bhutanese form the official class. The 
Bhutanese, whether of high or low station, 
when ona journey are never without along 
sword of native manufacture, three wooden 
cups packed one within the other, and all put 
awuy in the breast pocket, and a handker- 
chief. The majority of the people are given to 
drinking ö liquor made from 
different kinds of grain; they are also much 
addicted to eating the betel nut and also 
chilies in large quantities. As a rule they are 
reported to be all bad-tempered and easily 
provoked. 

On the occasion of the Deb Rajah, or one 
of the powerful chieftains, traveling in the 
country, the news is sent along the line to be 
traversed and all villages en route are com- 
pelled to burn fires and scented wood to 

urify the air. Long processions are formed 

y their retainers, the order of march being, 
first, the luggage carriers; then soldiers fa 
various colored garbs, next the flag bearer, 
drum and fife band and beaters; then a long 
string of horses and mules richly caparisoned ; 
then the lower officials, then two buffoons, 
gaily attired with gaudy-colored silks, follow 
capering, dancing and beating small drums, 
after which comes the rajah, or chieftain. A 
large following of minor people bring up in 
the rear. On arriving at any place of Import- 
ance small ordnance ape fired off in honor of 
the traveler. 

The lamas, or priests of the country, wear 
caps, and the laymen wear puggarees., their 
clothes reach down to the kee, while lon 

alters or woolen stockings cover the legs an 
eather shoes protect the feet. Females wear 
clothes down the ankles and pene § numer- 
ous ornaments, which are eschewed by men. 
Both men and women in Phutan, as arule 
shave their heads, though the Chingm 
women wear their hair long. Through- 
out Bhutan women enjoy perfect 
freedom in their movements and are not kept 
indoors. Marriage ceremonies, where money 
is spent, are confined only to the richer por- 
tion of the population, and then the parents 
of the bridegroom are expected to give money 
for the dowry, cloths and jewels of the bride 
in proportisn tothe rank and means of 
the contracting parties. Sometimes as much 
as 800 reals is given. Since the days of wy 
Pemberton, polygamy has been much on 
decrease. 

Muzzie-loading guns are man in 
Bhutan as well as imported from Nepaul, and 
Aint-locks as well as percussion caps are used, 
The native manufactured swords are formed 
of h a Pag — steel and are very pliant; 
shields form a part of the military equip- 
ment, and these are proof against guns of 
local manufacture. When two powerful chiefs 
are at open feud with each other they, as often 
as not, stake theirrespective claims on the 
iasue of single combat.

WOMAN’S PLACE IN BUSINESS. 


There Still Linger Prejudices Which She 
Should and Will Overcome. 


From Harper’s Bazar. 

There is still to be found with some thought 
less people a weak and childish’ prejudice 
which causes them to consider that a woman 
of any social rank has stepped down in the 
scale of her being if she opens or enters a 
shop and stands behind the counter, measur- 


ing, cutting, doing up parcels, taking money 
and making change. Tothe mind of these 
people—if they can be said to have a 
mind, or, at any rate, to use one, in 
this relation—the act is as much beneath 
her as if it were menial, and if she be of any 
once notable family it requires all the respect- 
ability of the pastto save her from the loss 
of prestige, and to suffer her to receive a share 
even of the consideration due a member of 
her family; as if, like the Brahmin, she had 
lost caste and experienced defilement by 
touching what was outside her station. Poor 
Miss Hepzibah Pyncheon herself had this 
prejudice, as every one may know who ro- 
members the tortures she suffered in de- 
scending from her poverty-stricken ped 

and opening her own shop on the morning 
when she found it impossible to take the little 
boy’s penny. 

It is not in our power to find a substantial 
reason for this prejudice. Could it arise 
from any exposure that the woman suf’ 
fers behind the poor shield of the counter? Yet 
it is no more exposure than she has in church 
or at Sunday-school, less than at concert or 
theater, less than at bathing beaches, at 
evening parties, and at a host of other 
such occasions. Is it because of the contact 
with a promiscuous number of people? 
But our women do not go veiled along 
the highway, and there is no loss of 


rank or prestige in question from equal 
contact with the moving throngs 
in the streets, under the circus tent, 


atthe puplic oration, at the camp-meeting. 
Is it on account of ef ignobleness in or 
about the transactions oi trade? Yet the fact 
of trade remains the same whether the bar- 
gain be for two cents or two million dollars, 
and the owner of the prejudice is perhaps con- 
nected with trade in a degree much smaller 
than millions or is living on money originally 
amassed in trade of equally small description 
with that of any thread and 
needle store tended by a woman. 
Whether large or small trade it cannot sig- 
nify, as civilization itself has far too much of 
the give and take about itto admit any use of

FIRED ONE SHOT, 


BUTIT PROBABLY ENDED THE EARTHLY 
CAREER OF JAMES FISHER. 


Charles Phillips, a Deputy Constable, At- 
tacked on the Levee, Uses His Revolver 
With Great Effect—Story of the Shooting 
—The Wounded Man at the Hospital—His 
Condition, 


Chas. Phillips, an assistant of Constable 
John Dolan, shot and probably fatally 
wounded James Fisher, a negro roustabout, 
on the Levee, near Locust street, at about 9:30 
o’clock this morning. The shooting was the 
culmination of a quarrel which originated 
over the action of Fisher in dumping a wheel- 
barrow full of offal in front of the gangway 
leading to the wharfboat of Hunter Ben Jen- 
kins, anchored between Locust and Vine 
streets, and over which Phillips has been 
keeping vigil for Constable Dolan for nine 
days. Constable Dolan took possession of the 
boat Wednesday a week ago on two execu- 
tions obtained in ’Squire Pat Kane’s court. 
The executions were in favor of George A. 
Assmann for $145 and Thos. Kracker for 
$132.45. When Dolan served the executions he 
put Phillips, to whom he has frequently given 
similar employment, in charge of the boat, 
and Phillips has remained there all day and 
slept there at night ever since. 

This morning Phillips’ attention was called 
to the fact that a lot of refuse had been 
dumped rightin front of the passage way to 
the wharfboat, and he was informed that a 
negro hired by Joseph Rassier, the propri- 
etor of the Lafayette House, 402 North Levee, 
had dumped it there. Phillips immediately 
started for the Lafayette House, to notify Ras- 
sier to have the garbage removed im- 
mediately and to give him warning 
not to have the thing occur 
again. When he entered the saloon connected 
with Rassier’s establishment, that gentleman 


was seated in a chair, as were also Jim Fisher 
and several other colored men. Phillips made 
his complaint in forcible ianguage and Kas- 
sier became greatly incensed. An an ar- 
gument ensued and Rassier called Phillipsa 
08 d——liar.’’ This accusation was more 
than Phillips could stand and he 

FEET GO HIS FIST 
at Rassier’s face. The negroes were on their 
feet by this time and Fisher in an instant pro- 
cured a large wagon-stake which was stand- 
ing behind the door and attempted to bring it 
down on Phillips’ head. Phillips threw up 
his band and caught the stake but did not re- 
tain hold of it. He had backed out of the 


door before Fisher bad 21 chance 
to attempt to strike him again. 
„Kill the Irish —, cried several 


of the negroes, as Phillips reached the side- 
walk, and at this appeal Fisher again 
raised the stake. He never brought it down, 
for while he had it raised inthe air he 
fell pierced by a bullet from Phillips’ re- 
volver. The bulletentered theright side of 
his chest, and he sank down. Phillips placed 
his revolver back in his pocket and walked 
back to the wharifboat. 

The shot had been fired but a few seconds 
when Officer Gerster, who, attracted by the 
crowd in frontof the saloon, was ulready on 
his way to the scene, arrived at the 
spot. Hetelephoned for anambulance and 
when it arrived the wounded man was con- 
veyed to the Dispensary, and from there to 
the City Hospital. Phillips was arrested on 
the wharfboat and taken to the Chestnut 
Street Station in the hoodlum wagon. He was 


seen in his cell by a POST-DISPATCH reporter. 
He isa man of about the medium height, 
rather slim, and has not a bad face. He was 


clad in black jeans pants anda white under- 


irt. 

I bad to shoot the negro in self-defense,’’ 
he said. ‘‘Iwent to the Lafayette House to 
notify Rassier to remove the offal he had 
dumped in front of the gangway to the wharf- 
boat and he became angered, and during the 
discussion he called mea liar. I struck at 
him and a negro whom I dia not know picked 
up a wagon-stake from behind the saloon door 
and attempted to bring it down on my head, 
butI putup my hand and grasped it. Some 
other negroes who were around the place then 
began to cry out ‘Kill the Irish —, and 

FISHER WAS MAKING FOR ME 
again with the stake when I drew my revolver 
and shot him. I only fired one shot and then 
walked to the wharfboat,no one attempting to 
interfere with me. In about fifteen minutes 
Officer Gerster came down to the boat and ar- 
rested me. 

When the hospital ambulance arrived Fisher 
was taken to the Dispensary, where Dr. 
Jacobson made an examination of his wound. 


ne negro was unconscious and before the 


examination it was thought his injury was 
surely fatal. The examination, bow 
ever, brought out the fact that the 
bullet had entered his right side and had not 
lodged in the abdomen, as was supposed, but 
in u cavity of the chest. The bullet was 
probed for, but not found, and Fisher was 
then conveyed to the hospital. He was im- 
roving this afternoon, having recovered 
rom the shock of the shooting, and the doc- 
tors say that unless hemorrhage sets in the 
negro willrecover. Fisher, who is about 35 
years of age, has the reputation of being a hard 
case. Officer Fuqua in speaking of him said 
to-day that about a year ago he arrested him 
on a charge of

and had a good case against him, but he e 
caped going over the road by the prosecuting 
witness leaving the city. He has been ar- 
rested a number of times, itis said, for cut- 
ting open the pockets of drunken men and 
slee pers on the Levee.

A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


One Man Killed and Another Injured at 
Central Turner Hall. 


At 7:45 o’clock this morning an accident oc- 
curred at the Central Turner Hall on Tenth 
street, between Market and Walnut streets, 
which cost one man’s life and in- 
jured a second seriously. The accident 
was not caused by any carelessness on 
the part of the men but was due entirely toa 


defect in the building. The two men hurt 
were painters in the employ of Wm. Reisse & 
Co., who bad a contract to puta fresh coat of 


paint on the Turner Hall. To-day was 
the first day that work was being 
done on the outside of the bud 
ing. The ordinary scaffold had been 


swung up on the front of the builaing and 
hoisted up to the level of the top of the third 
story windows. Thetwo men who were in- 
jured, Bernard Jahr and Charles Helbing, let 
themselves, with their paint pots, down the 
ropes on to the staging in the usual man- 
ner from the top of the build- 
ing. They had bardly begun work 
when the heavy stone coping onthetop of the 
front wall toppled forward. The coping was 
of heavy stones about 6 feet long, 6 inches 
thick and Az feet wide, laid on the top of the 
brick wok to strengthen it and proteet it 
from the weather. Wind and rain 
had undermined the upper rows of bricks and 

laster and loosened the coping, which was

ing scaffold. Two of the heavy stones struck 
midway of the staging between the men, 
splitting it in halves and throwing the men

adly bruising his face and chest. Helbin 
also went down head first and fell ina pile o 
planking and stones, breaking bis nose, jaw 
and ace and sustaining internal 
injuries from which he died at the City Hos- 
pital two hours later. 

The porch for a distance of twenty feet was 
completely demolished by the coping stones, 
eight in number, which weighed at least 200 
pounds apiece. 

Wm. Reisse, the painter who had the con- 
tract and employed the men, was standing 
under the awning a half minute before the 
accident occurred and had just stepped aside 
a few feet to speak to one of his men 


when he heard the crash above his bead 
and saw the men and stones come 
through the roof over his head. 


Both of the injured men were carried to the 
Dispensary, where Dr. Jacobson examined 
and dressed their injuries, sending Helbing to 
the City Hospital and Jahr to his home at Sec- 
ond street and Russell avenue. 

CHAS. HELBING, 
the man who was killed, was 6 years of age 
and unmarried, and up to the time of his 
death was living with his employer, who 
thought highly of him. He had been follow 
ing his vocation of journeyman painter in St. 
Louis about two years, having come here 
the South.

IT WAS SUICIDE, 


The Strange Death of S. F. Henderson at the 
Astor House. 


New York, July 6.—Mrs. Catharine Hender- 
son, wife of Samuel Henderson, the man from 
Cleveland, O., who is supposed to have com- 
mitted suicide atthe Astor House last night, 
left the hotel shortly after her husband’s 
body was removed to the undertakers. The 
clerk at the hotel could not tell where the 
lady had gone. No messages have been re- 


ceived from Cleveland in answer to the tele- 
grams sent last night. 

An tak 9 made by Deputy Coroner Herold 
this morning showed that the man’s death 
was tue to carbolic acid poisoning. Evi- 
dences of this were plainly visible in the 
scorched condition of the deceased’s mouth 
and the extreme inflammation of the interior 
walls of the stomach. Some little time doubt- 
less elapsed after the man took tbe fatal 
draught before the antidote was administered. 
Remnants ofthe latter were still discernible, 
but the acid had done its fatal work before it 
was used. The result reached demonstrates 
that the man’s death was his own doing en- 
tirely, and the suspicions which rested on his 
wife are dispelled. The woman has been un- 
der the surveillance of the police all night, 
Coroner Eidman having deemed this precau- 
tion necessary in view of all the circum- 
stances surrounding the case. 


What the Deceased’s Friends Say. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 6.—The friends of S. E. 
Henderson, who committed suicide at the 
Astor House in New York on Thurs- 
day night, are unable to account for 


the man’s awful deed. He had al- 
ways, to all appearances, been in excellent 
health and in good spirits. Mr. Henderson 
was in his 48th year and is survived by his 
wife and three children. For two years he 
had been the manager of the Gordon Lamp & 
Brass-works, and he was in the habit of 
taking annual business trips to New York. A 
ear ago he and Mrs. Henderson made a pro- 
onged stay there. They started for the me- 
tropolis last Sunday and intended to be absent 
three weeks. Mr. Henderson seemed to look 
forward to the trip with the greatest interest 
and anticipated an enjoyable vacation.

RAILROAD NEWS. ' 


A General Dropping of Chicago Freight 
Rates by Eastern Liues. 


NEw Tonk, July 6.—It was generally pre- 
dicted in Wall street last Tuesday that freight 
rates by rail and lake to Chicago would be tur- 
ther reduced Monday next, on a basis of first- 
class freights, to 30 cents per 100 paunds. This 
prediction has been “discounted in point of 
time, for yesterday a general sfampede of 
rates was effected, ending in a general drop 


to 80 cents in first-class, 
ond, 20 cents in third, 1 
fourth, 14 cents in fifth and 13 cents in 
Sixth class. This isa general reduction, the 
lines having dropped simultaneously. No one 
can assign any cause for it further ney the 
general demoralization of the freight busi- 
ness, and because the Western transportation 
rail and lake lines had carried dry goods, fret - 
class freight, to Chicago for 30 oents, and . 
ton piece goods, third class, at 20 cents. 0 
general reduction is 5 cents per hundred 
through the list, but in the case of the West- 
ern transportation lines it is only 4 cents in 
third class, 2 cents in fourth, and 
l cent in fifth and 2 cents in sixth class goods. 
The reduction by the commercial express is 
only 3 cents in fourth class, 1 cent in fifth ahd 
no reduction in sixth class, but these rates do 
not go into effect, at least openly, until July 
10. This new tariff is as low as the latest cut 
in canal and lake rates in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth class freight, only An cents 1 in the 


secon an third classes and cents 
higher in the first class. Canal- 
men feel that they are almost com- 


elled to make a further reduction, but have 

etermined to first see if they cannot hold 
their own for awhile against the railroad and 
lake lines. There was no change in the North- 
western freight traffic yesterday, the rates re- 
maining the same as Tuesday. It is believed 
now thatthe stronger trunk lines have practi 
cally won the battle against the weaker lines 
by destroyin all their differentials. No 
further reduction, itis said, is likely to be 
made from this tariff. 

„It this is the case, said a trunk line 
agent yesterday, we may hope to see rates 
up again within a week. Whenever the - 
tom rates are reached a rise follows. I do not 
believe either rail and lake or canal and lake 
men wish to cut on this new tariff. None of 
the stronger lines wish to maintain such low 
rates except to meetthe differentials allowed 
other lines, and the situation can reduced 
to the simple fact that if this new tariff is not 
cut by the differential lines rates will 15 up

MOTHER WRITTEN TO MES. MOREHOUSE. 


Various Reasons for Executive Clemency 
Urged Upon the Governor’s Wife by the 
Grief-Stricken Mother—A Dally Visit to 
the Prisoner in the Jail—Phe Ladies 
Going to Jefierson City.

JEFFERSON City, July 6.—The relatives of 
Maxwell.“ the slayer of Preller, are making 
a hard fight for his life. It is understood that 
Mrs. Brooks and her daughter have been try- 
ing to enlist the ladies of the Governor's 
family in the matter. Your correspondent 
called atthe Governor’s residence to-day to 
inquire about this matter, and was shown the 
following letter received by Mrs. Morehouse 
from Mrs. Brooks. Itis an old letter, how- 
ever, having been written some time before 
the ladies left England. ;

DEAR Labx— Pray pardon me taking the 
liberty ot address! 5 you. When I tell you 
thatIam Hugh M. yooks’ mother, the poor 
boy now lying under sentence ot death at St. 
Louis, Ithink you will forgive me, I write to 
ask your help in the matter and to get you to 

lead for my poor boy with your dear hus- 

and. I do not say my boy is free from 
blame, but he has not done a murder, 
thatI am sure of. He was not capable of such 
athing and everything goes to prove that it 
was a pure accident and not willful murder. 
You are a motber and you may just fancy to 
yourself what this trouble would have been to 
you had your dear boy been in my boy’s 
place. ‘‘A stranger In a strange land and not 
a friend near to speak to.“ do help him 
if you can, and God grant you may be spared 
such bitter sorrow as ours. My boy was ex- 


ceedingly kindhearted, and such boys 
are generally — persuaded. Look 
at the difference n the age of my 
boy, 23 years, and Preller, over 30 
years of age. Wh did the man 


overpersuade him to attempt such a thing for 
him. A* did he not go to a proper doctor? 
I do not like to say anything against Preller, 
now he is dead, but it certainly was his own 
fault and I am afraid from what we have 
heard that he was not so good as n 
I know the press has put hundreds of lies in 
the papess about my boy, butthatis no rea- 
son because the press wishes to make a great 
harvest that my boy should lose his life. 
n was done that could be done 
against him inthe trial at St. Louis. This 
was followed out by all the judges at Jefferson 
City except noble Judge Sherwood, a gentle- 
manforwhom we have the greatest honor 
and respect. My husband speaks so highly of 
the Governor that I ventured to write and ask 

ou to plead for us and get my boy afree par- 

on, which he certainly deserves, for every- 
body here says his punishment has already 
far exceeded his offense. Now, dear lady, let a 
mother’s love get you to do all you can to 
save her child. We none of us know how 
soon sorrow and trouble may come to any one 
ofusand therefore we oh ote do our utmost 
to alleviate the sufferings of others. Perhaps 
some of those people who were so cruel to my 
pose boy may have to pray for justice as we 

ave done and be denied it. Now we have 
nothing left but to ask for mercy, the very 
thing we ought never to have had to ask for if 
the administrators ofthe law had done their 
duty. I leave those wicked men in God's 
hands to deal with them as he only can deal 
with such people. 

Dear lady, Iam not asking you to do one bit 
more than I would do for you or any one else 
were you in my place and I in yours. 

I feel every confidence in your dear husband 
and I also feel sure of your intercession in m 
dear boy’s behalf. you succeed, which 
earnestly pray Almighty God to grant you 
may, vou and your dear husband will have 
raised the fair name of Missouri out of the 
dust, where it at present lies in the éyes of 
right thinking men, and show to the world at 
large that there is one in Missouri most fit to 
hold the high and noble position of Governor 
because he loves justice and mercy. 

The great distance between us and our dear 
boy makes it at times almost unbearabie, 
4,400 miles. My husband has been to St. 
Louis three times to do all he can for him. 
This ought to be quite sufllelent to prove to 
every one that he was not a bad boy, which 
he certainly was not, or we should not bave 
done so much for him. I long to see him 
more than words can tell, but lam a dreadful 
bad sallor, and the ows is both long and 
expensive, Still if I can do him any good I 
will come.

THE “Q” CONSPIRACY. 


CHARGES AGAINST MEMBERS OF 
THE BROTHERHOOD OF ENGINEERS, 


Three Arrests Made in Chicago Yesterday on

CHICAGO, III., July 6.—Something of a sen- 
sation was caused here late yesterday after- 
noon by the arrest of James Bowles and Thos. 
Broderick, members of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and John E. Wilson 
their companion, on a charge of conspiring to 
destroy the property of the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Railroad. It is claimed 
that detectives have for some time 
suspected the existence of a plot to wreak 
serious injury on the company’s trains and 
depots, and that several attempts to use 
dynamite have been frustrated. However 
this may be, Deputy Marshal Burchard and 
Detective McGinley, when making the arrest 


One of the men threw a letter out of the car 
window.

ANOTHER ARREST,

ity in the alleged dynamite plot against the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincey Railroad. 
Bauereisn is not the mysterious fourth man 
who eluded the officers yesterday when the 
three arrests were made, and exactly what 
his connection with the plot is, the Burlington 
officials refuse to state at this stage of the pro- 


ceedings. 
BAUEREISEN TALKS. 

In regard to the latest arrest Mr. Stone, 
General Manager of the Burlington, said this 
morning: ‘‘Bauereisenis Chief Engineer of 
Division 32 of the Brotherhood at Aurora, 
which is one of the principal lodges on our 
road. For two years he has been a member of 
the General Grievance Committee and is also 
Chairman of the Aurora Local Grievance Com- 
mittee. He was arrested under the Unite 
States statute, which probibits the carrying o 
dynamite on passenger trains, Bauereisen 
was arrested this morning at his house in 
Aurora while he was still in bed.“ 

Beyond this Mr. Stone was not disposed to 
talk, but it was evident that both he and the 
other officers at the company’s headquarters 
regarded the arrest as the most important one 
yet made. 

Looking out of a window from the fourth 
story of the gloomy Government building 
here about 11 o’clock this morning was an 
open-taced, broad-shouldered man, whose 
bronzed, honest-looking features bore a 
look of mingled astonishment and anziety. 
The man was ohn Bauereisen, the 
Chief Engineer of the Brotherhood of 
Aurora, and alleged dynamiter. He was

‘ational Hotel, where the headquarters of the 
striking engineers and firemen have of late 
been located. Near him were a couple of 
Deputy Marshals. None of the officials of the 
Brotherhood had been to see Bauereisen.

A TEST OF SWORDS. 


THAT WITNESSED BY AN AMERICAN-CAY- 
ALRYMAN IN ENGLAND. 


Differences Between the Sabers Used in 
European Armies—The Spear Model as 


Swords of Asia—The Arabian Broad- 
sword, Its Advantages and Defects—The 
Wonderful Sabers of Japan—The Indian 
Tulwar and Its Effectiveness—The Orient 
in Advance of the — in Swords 
and Swordsmanship. 


In the course ot a trip to England which I 
made three years ago, said Capt. A. C. Hol- 
comb, a retired officer of the old Twelfth Cav- 
alry, I was present at a very interesting test 
made by the Ordnance Department of 
the English army in regard to hand-to-hand 
weapons. As is well known, the bayonets, 
and especially the swords and sabers fur- 
nished the British troops, proved wofully in- 
efficient when brought into actual use in the 
Soudan campaign, and an investigation was 
made in order to discover in what direction 
they could be improved and what 
alterations were necessary. I turned my 
attention principally in the direction of 
swordblades, and by the courtesy of the 
officers in charge was enabled to see every- 
thing that was done. The matter was pro- 
ceeded within the most exhaustive manner, 
and swords of almost every nation under the 
gun were carefully examined and tested. 

BUROPEAN SABERS. 
Although a cavalry officer myself, I had no 
idea of the number of models on which 
swords were forged, nor of the perfection of 
some of the weapons. National peculiarities 
collec- 


were strongly marked in the 
tion that I saw, all the Southern 
nations of Europe evidently relying 


upon the point asa weapon of offense, while 
the Northern nations trusted to the edge. 
Wherever the smalisword was generally used 
in France, Spain and Italy a straight saber was 
ferred, while wherever the German wilitary 
—— was redominant in Germany, 
Sweden, Denmark, Austria and Russia, the 
lv curved saber wae 92 universally 
carried. The contrast gree : 
tween ibe heavy, sotmitar-t ke  pal- 
lisch of the Austrian hussars, and the 
straight, spearlike cuirassier saber of the 
French heavy cavalry. The English swords 
were of both models, with the curved model

The Bridge to Be Built Over the Hudson at 
: New York, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New Yor«, July 6.—There is great interest 
taken here in the bill introduced in both 
Houses of Congress recently to provide for the 
construction. of a bridge across the Hudson 
River at this city. The bill seeks to give the 
authorization of Congress to James King Mac- 
Lanahan, Jordan L. Mott, Henry Flad, Chas. 
J. Canda, James Andrews, Thomas F. Ryan, 
Gustav Lindenthal, Wm. F. Shunk and their 
associates to build and occupy a bridge witha 
single span over the entire river between the 
established pier lines at an elevation over the 
river of at least one hundred and forty feet in 
the clear above high water. 
tant stipulation ie that 

lers or Other obstructions to navigation shall 

placed or built inthe river between said 
pier lines.’’ Some of the men whom this bill 
proposes to give such valuable privileges are 
quite well known. Jordan L. Mott isthe large 
Iron manufacturer of this city. James King 
MacLanahan is a wealthy iron manufacturer 
of Hollidaysburg and Johnstown, Va., Henry 
Flad is President of the Board of Public 
Improvements of the city of St. 
Louis, was intimately connected with Capt. 
Eads in the construction of the St. Louis 
bridge, and was formerly President of the 
American 1 of Civil Engineers. Charles 
J. Canda is the Vice-President of the Western 
National Bank of this city, and was formerly 
United States Assistant Treasurer here. James 
Andrews is a contractor of repute. ‘He built 
the piers of the St. Louis bridge and the works 
at the jetties of the Mississippi River. He is 
e successor of Capt. Eads in the ship rail- 
way project. William F. Shunk is a civil en- 
neer who was formerly chief engipeer of the 
ew York Elevated Railroad. Thos? F. Ryan 
isa banker of this city, of the firm of Smith, 
Oakman & Ryan. The author and —— ector of 
the proposed bridge is Gustav Lindenthal. 
He is a consulting engineer residing in Pitts- 
burg. He built three of the Pittsburg bridges 
and a large number of railroad bridges in va- 
rious phe of the country and bas been en- 
ed in other important engineering works. 
dt is said. He is a member of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers. 

A drawing of Mr. Lindenthal’s bridge shows 
asuspension bridge much resembling to the 
unprofessional eye the great structure across 
the Kast River, except that there are double 
cables, one set below the other. There is a 
double tower on either side of the Hudson 
with a single span suspended from gracefully 
bending cables. The length of the middle 
Span is to be 2,850 feet from center to center of 
the towers and the length of the end spans 
1,500 feet each, making a total length, includ- 
ing the anchorages, of ney 6, feet. The 
towers are to be 500 feet high and will 
stand ‘on mason piers 340 by 180 feet, 
twenty-five feet hi above high water with 
foundations of rock. The towers will be of 
wrought iron ana steel, containing sixteen 
columns each. These columns are to be com- 
posed of angles and plates, all octagonal in 
hape and tapering from 7 feet in diameter 
at the base toS5feet at the top. The columns 
are to be strongly braced together inside with 
heavy bracing und outside with lattice filling. 
The anchorages are to be each 320x180 feet and 
210 feet high above high-water line. The six 
railroad tracks pass through a tunnel in each 
unchorage. ‘The cables are to feet 
apart, strongly braced together to resist the 
deforming effects of heavy loads. Each 
cable will have a diameter of four feet. The 
steel wires forming the cables are to be in- 
closed in steel envelopes to protect them 
against the weather. An air space of two 
inches is to be left between the steel enve- 
lopes and the wire for the better protection 
against the heating of the sun and to prevent 
unequal temperature effects. The designer
